(ienerally the moot profitable typo 
•f farming for Kentucky la ono la 
which part of the farm crop* aro> sold 
for caab and part fed to atock. Wheat 
and tobacco are the ordinary caab 
crop*, while corn, hay, and oata are 
the t ropa fad. Hy feeti'.ng trieee prod- 
uris. ihP farmer haa iifiiaMy hf«>n able 
to »»a~eiiro> a llttlo bftier profit than If 
he sold i hem for caah. 

Wtili the high prlcea which corn and 
hay hare bean bringing during the laat 
few yeara, however, th* profits from 
facdjlag aiook have been rather amall. 
In aome caaea, the only gain, haa been 
in the value of the manure secured 
IVrliapa rhe belief that the fertility or 
the aoil can not be maintained without 
Uie uao of animal manure la the only 
roaaon that many farmers feed atock. 

It la vary true that a large percent- 
age of the farm landa of Kentucky 
can not ba profitably farmed withoat 
livo atock. Such it the caae with prac- 
tically all hilly landa. Increaaed profita 
from theae landa will come only when 
more of the area ia kept In graaa and 
fewer acrea cultivated The preven 
lion of eroaion when bill lands are cut 
tUuied la nearly Impoaalble, and ero- 
aion means such rapid loa« of plant 
food that fertility can not be profitably 
maintained. 

Fertility Without Stock. 
Animal manure* ulwaya have played 
an important put? in maintaining pro- 
ductiveneaa, and tbla baa led to tho be- 
lief held by many farmers that fertil- 
ity » can not be maintained without 
;hem. This brings up the question as 
to whether thin Is tine or not. Musi 
the farmer feed stock for the aake ot 
the manure, even if he makes no profi 
oiher\lae. or can he devlae a aysu-ni 
of farming whf re fertility can be lauin 
tallied without animal manurea? I. 
this can be done, :l>ere (.re doubt 1pm 
icaay men who a on id keep little atock. I 
even if they could not realise quite a.- t 
.-.r.ich profit from their farms. Stock j 
farming requires more capital thai, 
grata r.nn.nu , not only because of tin 
value of Uie stock, but beoauae mor< 
bulldlr.RK and fences are required. In. 
addition, some men find no pleasure in 
raising atock and the enforced confine 
mtnt to tho farm, that the care of 
atock iiecsaitatet, ia irksome and un 
pleasant to them. Before trying tu 
answer theae questions it will be well 
to conaider brlefis some of the prin 
ciples of soil fertility in order to learn 
what the chief functions of manuri- 
are. so we can decide as to Its neces 
sity In the maintenance of fertility. 

Eaaentlala of Good Soil. 

Soils originally . fertile become un 
productive usually because nitrogen 
phosphorus, calcium, potassium or or- 
ganic matter become deficient. The 
nitrogen of the soil ia practically all 
contained In the organic matter, and 
a deficiency of organic matter usually 
accompanies a deficiency of nitrogen. 
Organic matter furnishes nitrogen, 1m 
proves the physical condition of soiln. 
gives them greater water-holding ca- 
pacity, and causes other elements ot 
plant food to become available more 
rapidly. It is perhaps the most Im 
portaiit constituent of every fertile 
soil. The supply can be maintained 
only by returning part of the plant 
growth to the soli, either as animal 
manure or In other forms. 

Potassium Is a mineral element, and 
nearly all Kentucky soils contain 
enough for all crop requirements. 
Where organic ma'ter is deflclera. po 
tasslum may not become available 
rapidly enough for plant use. Tbe 
remedy Is to Increase the amount of 
organic mutter. 

PKosphoroua and Calcium. 

Phosphorous is another mineral ele- 
ment. In the Blue grans section the 
soils contain sufficient' for present 
plant requirements, and probably 
etiotisli to last for many years. AU the 
lands of the state, with the exception 
of this area, contain relatively small 
amounts of this element, ao that a few 
crops reduce the supply to a point 
where plants can not secure enough 
for their needs. To inaintaiu a sufti 
cient supply it is nccesaary to use com- 
merclal phoapborou* In some form, 
for it is evident that i^e manure pro- 
duced on any farm can uot maintain 
the supply on land naturally deficient 
in this element. 

Culcium Is also a mineral element 
of plant food Soils seldom lack suffl- 
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sells m the *t»He wliere the sdd'tiea 

of llmaajone would not prore bene» 
ncial. Either ground llmeatcne or lime

Held To Be lat er Way. 
We may conclude from tho above 
•tatementa that moat nf the benefit 
from animal manurea It due to the fact 
that they supply humus and nitrogen, 
and that If an efficient method of aop- 
Plylng these In some other way could 
he found, we rould ssalnialn fertility 
without manure. 
If In grain' (arming all crop reaiduea, 
isii. h aa straw, cornstalks, eir.. are re 
turned to the land, we will add nearlr 
•a mn. h organic mai'er aa if all crops 
were fed and the manure returned. 
Thle |. due le the fact , b «t over oue- 
balf the organic matter of feeda it de- 
stroyed by the animal bod* If l B 
dlllon to crop leaidue Wp can turn un- 
der gi eeo crept of tone kind occaalon 
•lly. we maintain humus without 
manure. 

Tha nitrogen tupply |p with more 
difficulty maintain, d. but by growing 
'be legume crops of the rotation pri- 
msrlly for their aeedt. and by growing 
legum, c.nh rrope aa often aa pos- 
sible, we can be independent of ma- 
nure even to tupply nitrogen. Dr. Hop. 
1 kins, of the I'niversity of Illinois, who 
, was the first to point out the poaalbll- 
ttles of grain farming, says that ferfll- 
Ity Is more easily maintained in grain 
farming thaa where aloe* is kept. 
Syatema of Rotation. 
The following systems of rotation 
are a few of many which can be adapt- 
ed to the use of the grain farmer. 
Flrat y'ear wheat with cloVer sown ia 
wheat. Second year, corn or tobacco, 
with cowpeaa so* n between rows at 
laat cultivation. Third year, wheat or 
oats with clover. Fourth year, clover., 
The first crop of clover !p to be cut' 
and left on the ground, and the second 
crop cut for seed. 

first year, corn or tobacco; second 
year, soy beans or cowpeaa; third 
year wheat; fourth year, clover. Only 
the seeds of the clov.er, peas, or beans 
are to be sold. A two-year rotation of 
first-year wheat and second-year clover 
can be followed and the clover crop 
made into hay. t'ontlnuoue growing 
of alfalfa may be practiced and the 
•oil will increase In humus and nltro-' 
gen content. Or, if desired, clover may

The farmer following grain farming 
should remember that rotation with 
legumes will not maintain the nitrogen 
supply if the legume crops are all sold. 
At least part of the growth must J>a 
plowed under, as provided for in the 
above rotation systems. Also that 
crop residues must be promptly return- 
ed to the land and carefully die 
trlbuted. By* keeping in mind these 
most important facts he should have 
no difficulty in maintaining fertility, If 
no stock except the work anlmala ia 
kept.

A few common difficulties that many 
are perhaps experiencing In churning 
at this season may make the following 
suggestions of interest. 

L'nder ordinary farm conditions the 
cream la saved from several mllkiugs 
and this state of affairs must be han- 
dled very < an fully, not to bring on 
such difficulties as bad flavor in the 
butter, difficult churning, etc. In the 
flrst place It Is essential that scrupu- 
lous cleanliness of utensils, etc., be 
bad. It la desirable that the bacterial 
growth in the cream should not pro- 
ceed to any considerable extent until 
the ripening process to which the ac- 
cumulated niass as a wbole should be 
subjected. In the seoond place keep 
the mass sweet until ripening time 
cool place should be provided. Where 
Ice is not abundant this can best b> 
accomplished by putting the cream in 
a tall narrow can and immersing in 
cold water. The cream can be ripen- 
ed by being kept at a temperature of 
about i!8 degrees tor 9 or 10 hours 
During this period the cream should 
be stirred frequently. 

Sometimes cream foams when we 
feel that the butter should Oe coming. 
This is almost exasperating at times. 
The cause Is probably one of the fol- 
lowing three: Klrst, the cream mSy 
be too thin. The suspended fat glob- 
ules are too widely scattered to be 
easily struck together aud make to 
stick. The creum should contain from 
25 to 3D per cent uf butter fat, which, 
by the way, la much thicker than the 
average farm cream. Second, the 
cream may be too cold. In winter' the 
croam should ordinarily be about 60 
to ii2 degrees to gel the best results. 
Higher temperatures are liable to 
make tho butter too oily. 

Buttermuking without a dairy ther- 
mometer is iho worst sort of guess- 
work This simple Instrument can be 
had for 25 edits at almost any drug 
Store. 

Third, butter fat la composed of sev- 
eral different fats, varying In degrees 
of hardness. A liberal supply of green 
or succulent feed tends to Increase the 
proportion of softer rats, but when the 
cow ia given only dry feeds, the re- 
verse is true.

Speaking of Fire Insurance 
Speaking of tire insurance and 
liree, and the subject is very 
much in the minds of ihe people 
of stricken Kentucky just now. 
this is a good time to emphasize 
the great care all property own- 
ers ought always to exercise to 
prevent tirep, but particularly at 
this time when we are entirely 
upon a period that threatens to 
presently find much valuable 
property in Kentucky with little 
or no insurance protection. V is 
■ » potent fact throughout the 
United States that we, as a na- 
tion/have not. learned the lesson 
of this necessity of preventing 
great lire waste ; one sort of waste 
that is a total destruction of val- 
ues whether covered by insurance 
or not. Everybody ought now to 
begin taking the most careful 
precautious against fire and if 
this lesson is learned, through 
the fear of loss without any or 
without adequate insurance, the 
present disturbed, distressing 
conditions in Kentucky may be 
saui to be not wholly without 
some compensating features. In 
fact the carelessness of many 
Kentuckians, in faulty building 
constructions, lack of fire pre- 
vention and fire fighting facili- 
ties, etc., may have to be "puri- 
fled as by fire." Both fear and 
fire are unhappy visitants. I'er- 
haps the fear of fire at a tune 
when great property values will 
be without insurauce uuless the 
Greeu-Ulenn insurance law is in 
aome manner set aside, may 
awaken people of Kentucky to 
practice effective measures of 
fire prevention and so inaugurate 
a positive force for future better- 
meut both in the matter of les- 
sening our tire waste and lower- 
ing the rates for fire insurance, 
which are always governed by 
the tire waste, ft is proposed by 
the fire marshal of the state of 
New York 4 that the penal law 
fee amended so that criminal 
carelessness or culpable negli- 
gence resulting in loss of life or 
damage to property from lire be 
another degree of arson or a mis- 
demeanor/' He insists that per- 
sons lesponsible for fires should 
he punished. In Germany the 
property owuer on whose prenu 
aes a tire occurs is required lo 
pay the cost of the tire depart- 
ment services aud bIbo a tine if 
it be found that he is responsible 
through any uegligeuce. This i6 
a goad time for each of us every- 
where to recognize his or her 
personal responsibility to out 
own communities, though we 
.have do laws like Germany en- 
force to compel proper care in 
these matters.

Pucess Simple arid It Can Be 
Done Advantageously 
In Cases 

FARMERS SAVE IN GROUPS 



One First Must Understand Nesds of 
Soli To Be Treated end Require 
msnts of Crop To ia Grown — Re 
suite Often Depend on Condition of 
Components. 

(Ueo. Koberta, Agronomist, Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Station. I 

Tbe queation Is frequently aekeri 
of the Kiperlroeni Station, can fertll 
liters be properly mixed at home, and 
If ao, what advantage Is to be sained 

by home mixing? 

In answer to the first part of 
in* queaiion, there la no doubt 
that fertilisers msy be well mix- 
ed at home, provided the ma 
lerlala used are obtained In Rood me 
i hanlcal condition. Most of them come 
in good condition, such as bone meal, 
tankage, acid phosphate, and dried 
hlood. Home of them may come in a 
bard lumpy condition, such »- sulfate 
of potash, muriate of potash and ni- 
trate of soda. Theae tatter materials 
could be bought under specification* 
requiring good mechanical condition-, 
which could be produced by regrlnd- 
ing. tf ne< eatery. 

There are aniall machine* now made 
for grinding and mixing fertiliser*, 
some email enough to be operated by 
hand, when only mixing I* to be done. 
Home mixing can he more economic 
ally done by a group of farmers buy- 
ing together their materials In carload 
lot* direct from the producer or whole- 
sale denier, and using a small power 
mixer. Yet an Individual may make 
large Bating* by mixing on a floor with 
h shovel. 

Process Is Simple. 

There U> no difficulty in thoroughly 
n ixing fertiliser* with a shovel, .a* 
has been repeatedly shown. Concrete 
requires mote iho.-nugh mixing than 
rertlUkswa | I Hi more difficult to mix. 
Tel moat of It lit done with shovels'. 

After hating decided upon the for- 
nulla to be u*ed. the process I* very 
simple. A tight floor of convenient 
la required. Put down the bulk 
ieal material ilrst in a layer of uni- 
form thickness, following with tbe oth- 
ers in the order of their bulk. Regl* 
st one end of the pile and shot el the 
niHterlalx back, turning and mixing 
each shovelful as much as possible. 
Repest tbe operation until an eveu 
mixture Is secured. 

No filler need be used, and one need 
not worry about tbe percentage for- 
mula. The proper baal* for making a 
formula ia to determine bow much ni- 
trogen, phosphoric acid and potash 
are deaired per acre, and to use 
enough materials to give these 
amounts. The Experiment- Station 
will furnish literature glvicg the 
composition of the various fertilising 
materials.

For example, suppose a farmer wish- 
es to use a fertiliser which would sup- 
ply the full amount of the above-named 
•lenient s contained in 1,000 pounds of 
tobacco, Including the whole plant, 
namely, tt pound* of nitrogen, 8 
pounds of phosphoric acid and 44 
pounds of potash This would require 

60 pounds of 1« per cent acid phos- 
phate. 

306 pound* ultrate of aoda, or 275 
pounds of dried blood. 

90 pound* of sulfate of potash. 

This la used merely for Illustrative 
purpose*, a* one would hardly use 
auch a formula in a soil deficient ia 
phosphorus, as must Kentucky soil* 
are except In the Bluegraas region. 
When the soil i* deficient In phos- 
phorus a larger amount of the acid 
phosphate should be used in such a 
mixture, any not leas than Iff pounds. 
In the central Hluegiass region the 
acid phoKphate may well be entirely 
dispensed with. This shows the ne- 
cessity for under*(audlug one'* soil as 
wqll at the crop he wiahea to grow. 

Question of Saving. 

Aa to the sccoud part of the 
queation, What advantage is to be 
gained by borne mixing? the answer is, 
none, if the farmer can get the kind 
of mixture he wants at a reasonable 
price, for manufacturers with large, 
well equipped plauta can mix fertilis- 
ers at minimum expenae. The coat of 
mixing ts a small item, being leas than 
$1 per ton. But do they furnish mixed 
fertilisers as cheaply as the farmer 
can mix theiu for himself? In 1909 
the writer made an exteaded Investi- 
gation of the selling pr.ee of fertilisers 
of different grades offered on Ken- 
tucky retail markets. The most com- 
mon fertilizer on tbe market was 
what is called 2 8-2 formula, wUk-Ii 
means 1.66 per ceut of nitrogen (which 
is equivalent to 3 per cent ammonia) 
8 per cent of phosphoric and and 2 
(Mr cent of potash. The average Bell- 
ing price of this fertiliser at the time 
ol the investigation was $88 81 per 
ton. But It was found selling as high 
as $30 per ton

These price* are based upon $14 
per ton for 14 per cent acid phosphate, 
$80 per ton for nitrate of soda, and 
$tS for sulfate of potash, which are 
retail price* for theae materials, but 
they may be bought at lower rates In 
larger quantities from wholesale deal 
era or manufacturers. 

Weight Not Criterion. 

What worries some farmer* Is that 
the materials used do not weigh a ton. 
This Is nothing to worry about. They 
contain the same amount of plant food 
as the ton of 8-8-2 mixture, and hags, 
freight and hauling are saved on .'»«* 
pounds In a ton. a saving on these 
items of 28 per cent. 

Another very interesting study was 
the selling price or mixture* of acid 
phosphate and potash. Theae are mix- 
tures of two very simple material*, 
acid phophate and sulfate or muriate 
of potash. 

It was found tbat the average com- 
position of the** mixture* was 10 per 
cent of svailable phosphoric acid and 
2.83 per cent of potash, and that the 
average selling price was $22 30 per 
ton. 

1,430 pound* of 14 per cent acid 
phosphate and 120 pounds of sulfate 
of potaah would give the amount of 
phosphoric arid and potaah in a ton 
of the average composition named, and 
could be purchased for about $13.30. 
The coat of mixing ehould certainly 
not he more than $1 00 per ton. 

Limestone Good Filler. 

If a filler Is desired, limestone 
ground to pass a selve of ten meshes 

to the inch nay be used and 
It will have a beneficial effect on the 
availability of the acid phosphate 
used in the mixture, but there la little 
danger of first-class material* getting 
in poor mechanical condition after 
being mixed. 

The only object in mixing fertilisers 
Is to save time In application. The 
writer'* opinion is tbat mixed fertil- 
izers should be used only in a limited 
way for the purpose of "stimulating" 
the crop, or giving It a good "start." 
If the soil Is deficient in phosphorus' 
large quantities of phosphate of some 
form should be used broadcast and 
well worked Into the soli. The same 
statement may be made for potash. 
Nitrogen should be obtained by the 
growing of leguiuea. Nitrogen used 
in mixed fertilisers with fall sown 
crops is of little effect. It is better to 
use some soluble form of nitrogen, 
such as nitrate of soda or sulfate ot 
ammonia, as a top dressing, when 
spring growth begins.

POTATO PLANTING TIME 



(T. R. Bryant, Superintendent Agrlcul 
tural Extension. Kentucky Agricul- 
tural Kxperiment Station.) 
It will soon b* time to plsnt pota. 
toea. Some say that Irish potatoes 
should be planted on St. Patrick s day, 
but whether we are able to get them 
in that early or not H wonld be well to 
look Into the matter of good seed at 
once. This Is especially Important 
this season on account of the groat 
prevalence of potato diseases that In- 
fested Kentucky laat summer. 

Seed should have been selected at 
digging time and crated during tbe 
winter, but if you did not do this and 
do not Intend to buy aeed, go over 
thoee on hand, selecting only the 
smooth, firm, sound tubers of good 
shape, discarding those that show any 
signs or rot or That have been very 
near an affected tuber Do not dare 
lo plant potatoes In ground that waa 
in potatoes last season and that devel- 
oped any kind or disease, as it Is al- 
most sure to recur. 

There is probablt little difference in 
merits between the northern grown 
seed and the home grown second crop. 
A good plan Is to buy aeed of either 
or these kind* every other year aud 
save seed from this crop for the fol 
lowiug year. A better plan Is to grow 
a second crop for seed each year.

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KEEP RATS AND MICE 
OUT OF CORN CRIBS 



(E. J. Kinney, AsBlataut Agronomist, 
Kentucky Kxperiment Station.) 

It would be very Interesting to know 
the actual number or bushels of corn 
tbat are destroyed by rats and mice In 
Kentucky each year. Every farmer 
who keeps corn in cribs, however, 
knows that tbe loss Is very heavy. 

Undoubtedly the most effective criba 
are the all metal cribs, which are uiau- 
uractured by several firms In the 
rimed States. There la no poasible 
• 'bailee with these cribs of rats or int. «f 
gaining an eutrauce unless the door 
has been accidentally left open. Tbeas) 
criba are very desirable but qnite ex- 
pensive. The common method 0/ mak- 
iug cribs rat and mouse proof aad ona 
which ia followed by fateful farmer*, 
Is to elevate the crib on post* so that 
tbe rodents will have difficulty In ob- 
taining a foothold to gnaw through 
tbe crib ioor. These poets may be of 
wood, or ordinary sewer pipe filled 
with couerete.
